Extract of a Letter from lavernefs, April 19. 

This comes with very good News. On Wednefday 
the 16th, between Twelve and One, there was a very 
fharp Battle between the Duke and the Rebels, who 
were beat to their Hearts Content. More than 1600 of 
them fell, many wounded, and about soo Prifoners. 
The Pretender with fome Attendants crofled the River 
at the Bona, but whither they are gone is not known; 
however they are clofely purlued, Their Orders were 
totake no Quarter, or y.ve none, which were notknown 
till atter the Battle; fo that many of them were faved by 
our Army. 

Our Fire was fo quick and flrong, that they could not 
come in with their bioad Swords; {fo that there was very 
little done that Way. Our Cannon with Partridge-thot 
cut them down mott terribly... The Lofs on our Side did 
not exceed 220, killed, Wounded and loft, and four or 
five Hortes. 

The Duke of Cumberland was in the front Line all 
the while, animating his Men wonderfully. The Battle 
was over in half an Hour, or forty Minutes. The Clans 
difperfed themfelves : There are few. left of fome of 
thei, by killed or wounded. There were vaft Numbers 
ran through the Town, tome crying, others mourning; 
fome ftéod aftonifhed, and did not know whither toturn 
themielves. The Duke came in about 40’Clock, when 
the French Ambafiador.to the Pretender, and the French 
Picquets, and Lord John Drummond’s Officers, waited 
on the Doke and furrendred themfelves Prifoners. 

The Kattle was fought at the Head of Culioden’s Fir- 
Parks, and is called The Battle of Culloden. George 
Lauder, John Rattfay aud John Finlayfon are Prifoners 
in the Town-houfe, and well.
